Parishes to use Stewardship funds 
for schools, parking, reduce debts 


Southern Cross Reporter 


STEWARDSHIP ’72 funds totalling 
$875,000 will be shared by 135 parishes of 
the diocese. 

This is the total expected to go to 
parishes after they have met their 
respective goals and pledges have been 
redeemed. 

The stewardship parish refund 
program calls for the return of all funds 
above 75 per cent of the parish target. 

THE TOTAL committed so far in the 
diocesan drive has reached $2,533,000. 

Funds going to the parishes are 
‘totally unrestricted and can be used at 
the discretion of each parish,’’. said 
Father William Cooney, stewardship 
coordinator. 

“From my discussions with pastors 
throughout the diocese it appears that 
most of these funds will be used to 
subsidize grade schools and help reduce 
parish debts.”’ 

_ “THIS NEW MONEY,” he added, 
‘“‘will provide parishes with stronger 
financial security, aid grade school 
education, reduce debts, help in con- 
struction and renovation and encourage 
parishes to meet financial challenges.” 

Some parishes have indicated what 

they will do with the funds. 


St. Mary’s in Escondido will use the 
$22,000 it will get to improve its CCD 
program, subsidize its parochial school 
and make parish repairs and im- 
provements. 


OUR LADY OF THE Valley in Hemet 
anticipates $17,000 which will go toward 
construction of a $40,000 CCD center. 


St. Patrick’s in Carlsbad will get $8,500 
to supplement Catholic education. 


Our Lady of Angels in San Diego will 
allocate its $6,000 for improvements of 
parish facilities.

A time to keep 
by Michael Newman 


It's that time again 


It is the time of the year when we not only adjust the 
clocks, but priests of the diocese get a minor shake-up. 
A few pastors are changed or newly appointed and 
many associate pastors find themselves packing their 
bags for new pastures. 


The changes are, of course, the bishop’s decision, 
but they come after the deliberations and recom- 
mendations of the personnel board. Recently the 
bishop and the board had an almost day-long session 
which resulted in about 50 assignments, most of which 
will be taking place within the next month or so. 


One of the reasons for this time of change is the 
happy one that newly ordained priests become 
available for service during May as the semester 
ends. 


Looking after schools 


One recent move was that of Msgr. John Dickie, who 
became pastor of St. Michael’s in Paradise Hills, East 
San Diego. As superintendant of schools for several 
years, the quiet Msgr. Dickie had become a friendly 
guide and help to many a principal and teacher at a 
time — as our columns reflect — there is much 


discussion over the very future of parochial schools. — 


The whole question of Catholic education — from 
pre-school through to adult. needs — is being brought 
into perspective by a task force (appointed by Bishop 
Maher) under the leadership of Father Phillip 
Straling. Its first task was to try quickly to find a 
successor for Msgr. Dickie, whose position in 
education circles was nationally respected. 


The task force has not come up with a final choice 
yet and its special committee on the schools post is 
still hoping to get full details from more potential 
candidates. 


Under eight Presidents 


There was a long-standing joke that the only way J. 
Edgar Hoover could be retired as director of the FBI 
would be by dying. Now that it has happened, it seems 
incredible to look back at his record of service under 
eight presidents. Under his leadership the FBI 
became one of the world’s most sophisticated crime 
detection operations. His role — hero to some, 
villian to others — in the anti-Communist campaign, 
and particularly the ‘“‘McCarthy era’”’ of the early 
1950s, will live in history longer than most single 
contributions. 


But in the last few years his system had come under 
increasing suspicion as a living example of George 
Orwell’s classic work on oppression of the people by 
the state, 1984. Certainly his agency — and it can be 
called “‘his’” — needs some changes. But as a 
monument to one man’s unparalled example of 
exemplary public service there can be few equals. 


Off to Canada 


It will be with some pride that we tell ‘‘the San Diego 
story”’ to the assembled religious press in convention 
in Banff next week. The Southern Cross story of 
successful renewal and expansion has become a 
subject of national interest. 


Not only the Catholic press will hear our presen- 
tation next Tuesday, but the other Christian press will 
join us in this international convention. 


Many people in the diocese are surprised when they 
hear how many parishes we try to serve — 170 or more 
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— in our weekly paper. And most sympathize when 
they realize that we have to try to please about a 
quarter of a million readers spread over 35,800 square 
miles. 

We have only two people, including me, who 
regularly write, take the pictures, and attend 
ceremonies, talks, meetings and so on. And news from 
the scattered areas of our diocese is not easy to 
publish if we don’t hear from you. 


Sometimes I am asked: ‘‘Why don’t you write about 
so-and-so in parish X.’’ The reason is simple: nobody 
told us, and we haven’t yet worked out a hot-line in 
ESP. Parish councils should note that such com- 
munications should be a parish function, provided by 
someone in the parish. 

A good example of par- 
ish cooperation, and 
awareness of good com- 
munications, was the 
beautiful picture we 
published on the front 
page last week from Our 
Lady of Guadalupe, San 
Bernardino. It came 
from Msgr. Rudolph Gal- 
indo, who regularly 
sends us material. As he 
knows, much of what he 
sends does not get pub- 
lished, but sometimes a 
real piece of gold is un- 
covered — like that pic- 
ture of him adjusting the 
microphone for the small 
first communicants. It’s 
the 1-in-50 chance that 

comes off. 


But we don’t want a whole flood of pictures of 
pastors adjusting microphones, please. 


No communications 


Mention of communications is a reminder of Bishop 
John R. Quinn, now of Oklahoma City-Tulsa. He was 
telling Bishop Maher, when they met in Atlanta for the 
bishops’ conference recently, that he finds com- 
munications in his vast state-wide diocese difficult. 

It is not only the size — 70,000 square miles, — about 
twice the size of San Diego diocese — but the fact that 
there is no diocesan newspaper to bring the word to 
the commurity. _ 


In this 6uth year of publication of the Southern Cross 
we can certainly pray in thanksgiving for those who 
started this paper in 1912 and for the wisdom of Bishop 
Charles F. Buddy who took it over for the new diocese 
in 1937. 


Church leaders and critics 


The recent statement by 33 theologians criticiz- 
ing the present leadership of the Church was in 
many ways an exercise in futility. As Father Theo- 
dore Hesburgh told me: It does no good to ‘whack’ 
the Pope. And as Father Andrew Greeley said: If 
one gives up and quits, at least let the reason 
be the right one. 

To give up anything because you don’t like the 
‘leadership’ could mean that you don’t believe in 
the cause, perhaps. No leader is perfect. But at 
least most of them try very hard — and our present 
Pope must be a man very much tested by countless 
problems some of those theologians would crumple 
under. 


Pressing on the Christian are 
the need and duty to battle 
against evil through manifold 
tribulations and even to 
suffer death. But, linked to 
the paschal mystery and 
patterned on the dying Christ, 
he will hasten forward to the 
resurrection in the strength 
which comes from hope.

Do to others what we would like to have done to 
ourselves.

Fortunately, however, ‘‘God is closer to us than we are to 
ourselves:’’ ‘‘Yet for us there is one God, the Father, from 
whom are all things and for whom we exist, and one Lord, 
Jesus Christ, through whom are all things and through whom 
we exist.’’ (1 Corinthians 8:6) 


It is Jesus God ‘‘appointed to the heir of all things... (and) 
He reflects the glory of God and bears the very stamp of his 
nature, upholding the universe by his word of power.” 
(Hebrews 1:10) 


Perhaps it is prudent to keep some people at arm’s length 
but we cannot for long be aloof from God since, ‘All are

As women will. . .

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Forget May Day; think Mary 


AS WOMEN WILL, we were 
talking... about the month of May, of 
springtime and fertility and’ devotions 
to Mary, the Blessed Virgin. 


The early Christian custom of 
adapting pagan rites to enrich 
Christian teaching and ritual may have 
prompted our 17th century Church 
Fathers to adopt May for the practice 
of Marian devotions. 


May was from pre-Christian times 
celebrated as an agricultural festival 
with strong overtones of fertility rites. 
The Romans, who gave the name to the 
fifth month of their calendar, seem to 
have been somewhat vague about its 
origin. 

SOME THE goddess of ‘“‘in- 
crease,’’ Maia was understood to be 
commemorated. Others found a 
derivation in ‘‘maiores’’ or elders, and 
honored those of ‘“‘ripe years.” 


Whatever its antecedence, the May 
festival with may-pole and king and 
queen of the May, has been a part of 
European tradition since medieval 
times. — 


May Day, the first day of the month, 
became a great public holiday, still 
celebrated today in socialist and 
communist countries as ‘‘Labor Day.”’ 


TO THE CASUAL observer, Marian 
devotion, among all the agrarian 
celebration and implications of 
paganism or atheism, seems to assume 
the character of rather isolated rebuke. 


Against the bacchanalian rites of 
tradition and political emphasis of the 
present, Mary stands in sharp relief as 
the embodiment of ideals of self- 
donation and self-effacement, a symbol 
of purity and integrity of the person. 


Whether the ‘‘marianization’’ of May 
was intended as a counter-measure to 
its common observance or simply as a 
play on the name — Mary and May

share common origin — it underlines 
the importance of promoting Christian 
orientation. in all areas of life. 


IT IS PART OF the mission of the 
Church, as it is of individual Christians, 
to bring our belief into focus wherever 
and whenever possible. 


In an age when materialism, ‘“self- 
fulfilment’’ and sexual ‘‘freedom’”’ are 
ways of life, Mary stands for a con- 
tradiction to the world, a realization of 
the ideal of self-denial. 


She is one of the few to whom her | 


son’s words were addressed: ‘“‘He who 
has ears, let him hear.’’ Her virginity, 
too, found its cause in him. 


“NOT ALL CAN accept this 
teaching, only those to whom it is given 
to do so. Some men are incapable of 
sexual activity from birth; some have 
been deliberately made so; and some 
have freely renounced sex for the sake 
of God’s reign. Let him accept this 
teaching who can.”’ 


The ideal mother, she is also the ideal 
celibate. To those who question her 
relevance today, Christ’s words have 
pertinence. ‘‘Let him accept this 
teaching who can.” 


If May devotions have grown sac- 
charine and overly sentimental, 
perhaps it is because we have never 
understood the character of Mary. 


PERHAPS THE vital strength of the 
mother of Jesus has escaped us. No one 
attains any significant degree of 
Spirituality without self discipline and 
vigilance, without suffering and 
anguish. 


To reach that peak of perfection we 
attribute to Mary, implies a moral 
vigor and maturity firmly rooted in 
reality. Perhaps May is exactly where 
we should find her, amid human frailty 
and foolishness, in the blossoming 
earth, yet bridging the gap between 
God and man.

AT ST. AUGUSTINE high school 
they like to tell the story of the mother 
who brought her son to enroll him in 
school. 


As she was escorted across the 
campus by a freshman, she observed, 
“This looks like a rather old school; 
the buildings show signs of wear.”’ 


“Lady,’’ the proud freshman 
replied, ‘‘it isn’t the buildings that 
make Saints what it is, it’s what goes 
on inside.” 


THIS story is worth recalling as 
Saints is looking back on its half 
century of service to education and 
the community with pride and looking 
forward to the future with confidence. 


This is not idle boast; its admirers 
are quick to defend it. Saints, they 
say, takes pride in its graduates who 
have left their mark everywhere. And 


. the list seems endless. 


They cite priests and Brothers, 
business leaders, professional people, 
artists, athletes, working people, the 
“many, many public and private 
school teachers...and those who gave 
their service and sometimes their 
lives for their country in the armed 
forces.” 


FATHER William H. Sullivan, OSA, 
Saints’ vice principal and ’43 
graduate, puts it this way: 

“Saints really doesn’t have a 
history. Saints hasn’t been; Saints is. 
Saints is persons. Saints is all over the 
city. Saints is a little more noise at 
ball games.” 


History or no history — St. 
Augustine’s had a beginning and now 
it’s marking its golden jubilee. 

MAJOR celebration will be the 
homecoming and dinner-dance this 
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Friday night, May 5, at Hotel del 
Coronado. Famous — and not so 
famous — alumni and families from 
all over the country will be present. 


Bishop Maher will be there, as will 
other clergy and civic and govern- 
ment leaders. They’ll be welcomed 
even if some did not go to Saints. 


Five of St. Augustine’s 10 principals 
are living and all will be present at the 
jubilee event. They are Father 
Patrick J. Keane, principal since 1962, 
and Fathers James Hurley, Wilbur 
Kirk, John Gallagher and John R. 
Aherne. 


FOR SAINTS it all started in 
November, 1921, when Bishop John J. 
Cantwell of Los Angeles (which at 
that time included the San Diego 
diocese) invited the Augustinian 
Fathers of Villanova, Pa., to start a 
boys’ school in San Diego. 


A few months later Father Thomas 
Healey, OSA, pastor of St. Vincent de 
Paul parish, Mission Hills, was 
working on opening a school. 


On Sept. 18, 1922, St. Augustine’s 
‘began its first classes in a remodeled 
parish hall of St. Vincent de Paul’s. 
Eighteen boys enrolled and Father 
Alphonse Martel, OSA, was principal. 


THAT SAME year the Augustinians 
bought 10-acres of land in North Park 
—at that time on the eastern fringe of 
the city. The lot was bounded by 
Nutmeg, Palm, 32nd and 33rd streets 
and bisected by Bancroft street. 


Construction began April 9, 1923 and 
finished the following August when 
Bishop Cantwell dedicated the new 
school. First classes were held Sep- 
tember 4 with 68 boys; Father Martel 
continued as principal. 

Saints was incorporated by the 
Augustinians as an independent, and 
not a “‘private’’ or “‘diocesan”’ school.

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ITS ARTICLES of incorporation say 
that Saints is a ‘‘college or seminary 
and institution of learning devoted to 
the training of youth in the various 
branches of sciences, literature and 
ancient and modern .”” The 
articles included the right to grant 
college degrees, a right never exer- 
cised. 

Saints’ first graduating class made 
the front page of The Southern Cross 
June 12, 1925, before it became the 
newspaper of the San Diego diocese. 


Twelve Saints received their 
diplomas at that commencement in 
the Knights of Columbus hall, 4th and 
Elm Streets. 


“INASMUCH AS that was the first 
class to ever be graduated from St. 
Augustine’s a great deal of interest 
was taken in the commencement and 
a very large crowd filled the hall to 
the utmost,” said The Southern Cross. . 


Saints’ graduating classes 
remained small and the largest class 
through the 1940s was 30 boys. Largest 
class ever was in 1960 with 188 
graduates. Those seniors represented 
the largest group to enter Saints while 
it was the only Catholic boys’ high 
school in the San Diego area. 


It held this distinction for 35 years, 
until University of San Diego high 
school began in 1957. 

SAINTS ALSO had the privilege of 
housing the diocesan St. Francis — 
seminary which on Nov. 1, 1941 was 
moved to a new location in Old Town. 
It had eight seminarians with Father 
Wilbert Kirk, OSA, as rector. 


Today Saints is home to 635 boys. of 
varied ethnic backgrounds from all 


-over the diocese and Mexico. Its 


faculty includes 10 Augustinian 
priests and nine laymen who were 
graduated from St. Augustine’s.

THE ORDER of St. 
Augustine, known as_ the 
Augustinians, traces. its 
origin to St. Augustine of 
Hippo (354-430), Bishop of 


Hippo (present-day 
Algeria), Doctor of the 
Church (for his profound 


theological writings), and 
Father of the Church )as one 
of the-earliest founders of 
Christianity in a pagan 
society). 

After a rather wild youth, 
Augustine was converted in 
387, and baptized by St. 
Ambrose, Bishop of Milan, 
mainly as a result of his own 
searching and the prayers of 
his mother, St. Monica. 

In 389, Augustine was led 
by the spirit to gather around 
himself a small ‘“‘religious 
community,”’ where life and 
prayer and work were 
shared. 

ORDAINED in 391 and 
consecrated bishop in Hippo 
in 395, he soon gathered his 
clergy into a_ style of 
monastic life similar to that 
which he had_ previously 
fostered with his close 
friends. As the years passed, 
he founded other religious 
communities, some for men, 
some for women.

Augustine wrote a_ brief 


Rule, offering basic prin- 


ciples for the guidance of 
Christians (clergy or 
laymen) living in com- 
munity (the word ‘‘com- 
mune’’ wasn’t yet 
fashionable). 

For the next 800 years, 
Christians seeking’ to 
preserve and reincarnate the 
spirit and apostolic zeal of 
Augustine came to adopt his 
Rule as the unifying and 
guiding force in a _ wide 
variety of independent 
communities. 


IN 1796, the order came to 
the U. S. where the early 
years were spent as itinerant 
missionaries: from the 
Carolinas to New England. 

Soon the Augustinians 
responded to local needs, in 


‘parishes and educational 


institutions, first in the 
Philadelphia area, then 
spreading across the con- 
tinent. 

It took 1492 years for the 
spirit of Augustine, his 
learning, his pastoral zeal, to 
work from his deathbed to 
San Diego. But it finally did. 

1922 WAS a very good 
year.

— Desire of the laity: the committee felt that 
the response of a properly prepared and in- 
structed laity would be favorable, and that 
bishops should rely on this response. 


— There need be no delay in giving com- 
munion. Each recipient who wished to receive by 
hand would simply put out his hand instead of his 
tongue, and would then place the host in his 
mouth. Those who wished to receive by tongue 
could still do so. 


— Danger of profanation: If, in extraordinary 
circumstances, the danger exists the minister. 


BISHOPS OPPOSING the change gave several 
reasons.

‘Uphill road’ for Catholic press 
Church wants ‘free flow’ of information 


BUFFALO, N.Y. (RNS) — 
An unrestricted ‘“‘free flow” 
of information at all Church 
levels and a ‘‘feedback’’ to 
Rome was urged here by the 
Vatican’s top com- 
munications spokesman.

Heston, CSC, president of the 
Pontifical Commission on 
Social Communications, 
warned that the Catholic 
press faces an “‘uphill road”’ 
but will survive because the 
Church is convinced of its 
value and importance. 

The archbishop spoke at 
the centennial of the 
Magnificat, weekly of the 
Buffalo diocese, and at the 


125th anniversary of the 
diocese. 
ARCHBISHOP Heston 


said the Church wants a two- 
way flow of information and 
he stressed the necessity of 
“feedback’’ for which the 
Church is “waiting, watch- 
ing and listening.” % 

He said the Vatican’s 
statement on com- 
munications last year is 


“Church policy and “she is 


not going back on her word.”’ 


The prelate, English 
language press chief at 
Vatican II and at two world 
Synods of Bishops, said that 
“having a policy is one 
thing’? but ‘‘putting it into 
effect is another. It is up to 
us, down at the grassroots, to 
take it from there. 


“THE TIDE OF change is 
now so strong that nothing 
can hold it back very long. 
While we nurse an_ ailing 
press and coax a modest 
radio apostolate into life, 
already we are overtaken by 


the urgency to tool up for a _ 


satellite future.”’ 


Speaking of the Catholic 
press, the archbishop said he 
was optimistic despite 
‘almost aaily reminders of
